Bernard Baruch's Advice 


Government action was es- 
sential Mr Bernard Baruch, 
80-year-old publicist and fi- 
nancier; advised the Govern- 
ment to lose no time in im- 
proving the whole range of 
war-time controls. A few 
oays later, the Committee for 
Economic Development, a 
voluntary organization of 
business groups founded by 
Mr. Paul Hoffman..the Mar- 
shall Plan administratof, 
agreed that action was es- 
sential but said that it was 
unnecessary and even harm- 
ful to put on a war-time 
“strait-jacket.” They ad- 
vised against the price and 
wage controls and the ration- 
ing system which Mr. Baruch 
wanted. Their suggestion was 
for financial control only. 
They advocated higher taxa- 
tion so that people had less 
to spend on luxuries and 4a 
restriction of credit to manu- 
facturers of i hire-purchase 
goods and to housing and

The Defence Productican 
Act lies somewhere between 
the suggestions made by Mr. 
Baruch and those of the Com- 
mittee for Economic Develop- 
ment. It does not empower 
the Government to institute 
a rationing system On the 
other hand, it does give it 
power to fix price ceilings 
end wage controls, and even 
to roll them back to what 
they were in May. The Gov- 
ernment is also empowered 
to set up priorities and al- 
locations of war materials, .to 
requisition equipment and 
supplies, and to control con- 
sumer credit. 


Repealing Tax Cuts 


In spirit, the Act is nearer 
to that of the C.E.D.’s pro- 
posals than to those of Mr 
Baruch. It contemplates not 
a total war situation, but a 
situation made abnormal by 
the need for rearmament. It 
is well known that though 
the Act confers wide powers 
om the President, he expects 
for the time Being to use it 
to do only three things: to 
increase taxation, mainly by 
repealing the tax cuts of 1945 
and 1948 (‘which amounted to 
between 9 and 17 -per cent, 
depending on the income); to 
restrict the purchase by busi-
